The i ibbf-rs took .Mr- Dauser to a 
bpdrooin in the rear of the third Hour, 
and as o ui as they had satisfied them- 
selvea that the windows wore closed, 
anil'that llicv could nol be overheard, 
they iv ■ ahal t lie real olijoet of their 
visit by asking. " here's them 
bonds'.- ' Mrs.- Dauser said that she 
knew ol no bonds being in tho house, 
and that if her visitors were in aaarch 
of any they had better look after them. 
Th'eroiip m a pair of stt i 1 handcuft's 
were produced, and Mrs. Dauser was 
manacldd, gagged, and blunlfohled. 
A binding rope was manufactured, 
and Mr . I lauser was tied, blind, dumb, 
and helpless, to one of tho posts at 
tho foot of the bed.

L'rotu thi i point .Mrs. Dauser 
could only hear u hat was going on ;

stairs. She heard heavy trunks haul- 
, ,ed about . and the thud of their oon- 
; tents as titey were thrown on the floor, 
the crashing of panels being burst, in 
and doors forced, and the ovorturn- 
ing.uf closets and chests of drawers. 
Alter the lapse of ten minutes she 
managed Lo fgot tliegag free, and com- 
plained that t he manacles hurt her, 
nml one of tho gang, a tall, well-man- 
nei'ed iririn, with an insinuating voice 
and address, loosened them, replaced 
tho gag, and told iter UO harm could 
come to her if she kept tpiiet. A 
quarter of au hour later .Mrs. Dauser 
heard tin.' basement door close, and 
giving a few minutes start to the des- 
peradoes, attempted to free herself, 
and in about ten minutes loosed the 
bonds that lashed her to the bed and 
removed the blindfold. Faint with 
her exertions, ami nearly crazed with 
terror, -Mrs. Dauser tottered down 
stairs, and, after an ineffectual attempt 
to open the front door, descended to 
tho basomont, opened the door in a 
few minutes, gained the etreot, en- 



tered the basement of No. 48 West 
Eleventh-street, and fell utterly ex- 
hausted in the doorway as a servant 
in the employ of .Air. J. L. Parrain 
admitted her. 

Mrs. Dauser was so prostrated and 
hysterical that it was some time before 
Mr. Parrain's household could com- 
prehend her. Some one, how- 
ever, had the senco to sum- 
mons Officer McGuire. of the fif- 
teenth Precinct, who was on post, and 
ho delayed operations till reiuforood 
by other officers and some citizens vvlio 
quaked at the creaking of their own 
footsteps till every room in the house 
had been examined and found tenant- 

The felons had employed the half 
hour or so that they were in the house 
well. Every closet, trunk, bureau or 
other receptacle for valuables was ran- 
sacked, and the search extender! to 
the beds, under tho carpet-;, aiming 
pilos of linen, in fact every whert;. 
Every closet in the. basement, was 
turned inside out, aud tho contents 
were scattered on the floor. Oil the 
second or parlor tloor a secretary full 
of papers was completely gutted, the 
sofas were stripped of their coverings, 
the carpets were torn up and the fur- 
niture hauled about. On the third 
tloor matters were about the same, and 
the fourth tloor, on which there is a 
large landing' surrounded by four bed- 
rooms and a ntimber of closets, bore 
the appoaranco of a juuk [Shop - doing 
such a thriving business that the keep- 
er had not time to clear things away. 
Half-a-dozen trunks empty, their con- 
tents scattered pell-mell mingled ^ l! 11 
the contents of tho closets, which had 
been forced open with a hatchet, with 
which the panels of one closet', St cuvM 
by a stout lock, had been this hod ■ i"'. 
tho bedding of four beds, the mat trusti- 
es of which had been ripped 'op'oh',and 
the remnants of a dozen small boxes 
all lay in a heap. 

Captain Van Dusen and Superin- 
tendent Walling were not notified for 
some time after tho occurrence. Cap- 
tain Van Dusen detailed Sergeants 
Young aud Ward, Officers Slevin and 
Henderson to work up the ease, and 
Central Ollico Detective Vou Oerich 
inn was sent from police hea 1 
iiuarters. Tho officers could not 
make much out of tho case. The 
"work" appeared to-bf*-tlintof '"gr'e'en- 
horns," and this opinion is borne out 
by tho fact that no traces of any pro- 
fessional burglary implements were 
found, the (.lours, &c.,that were force I 
bearing the imprint of a hatchet which 
was used in a very unprofessional man- 
ner. \*o trace of thioves was picked 
up subsequent to their leaving the 
house, and they v. ill probably novel 
be discovered. ' It was, nevertheless, 
ascertained that some months ago a 
servant (since dead) employed by Mr. 
Dauser was detected in tho larceny ol 
some coupons, and it is possible that 
she may have have made known the 
fact that securities were kept in tlu 
house to acquaintances who planned 
and executed the robbery. 

Mr. Dauser arrived home lasl 
evening. The oflicers engaged in 
the case say that it was a diffi- 
cult matter to obtain an) iufonua- 
, tion of value from him. Vt first he 
I said he missed a lot of New York 
! Central bonds and some Virginia 
bonds; but the former were found in 
a drawer that the robbers had over- 
looked. Later Mr. Dausei disco' or- 
ed that he had been robbed ul S In.- 
0U0 worth of Virginia bonds, worth 
about 117 cents on the dollar and un 
negotiable, I u their smirch the rob- 
bers came across many valuihle nr. i - 
clea of clothing and jewellery, which 
they conte. iutuously cast aside, show- 
ing that they were seeki'nr for more 
valuable and less bulky propi rty.

~A Sheriff's Little Bill 

"Self-preservation is tho firnt law of 
nature." When tho people of a State 
find tho illegal demands of a Govern- 
ment and its servants becoming so 
onerous that they can .scarcely bo 
satiuod, it becomes tho duty of every 
individual possessing a spark of man- 
ly feeling to use every constitutional 
means within his reach to put au end 
to those exactions. Governments are 
made for the People; but from the at 
tifcude assumed by most of our officials 
towards those who placed them in 
power, we sometimes think that they 
must imagine tho People were made 
for them to pluck and then devour 
like so many Christmas goeso. 
It has boon truly said that that coun- 
try cannot be free and happy where 
the ruler's will riot feel for the People, 
uutil they uro obliged to feel with the 
People. That that country bannol be 
prosperous whore the rogue that is in 
rags is kept iu countenance by the 
rogue iu ruffles, and where, from high 
to low, from the lord to the lackey, 
there is nothing radical but corruption 
and nothing contemptible but pover- 
ty. That Government cannot bo pure 
where tho leprosy of selfishness sticks 
to it as closely as the curse of Elisha 
to his servant Ghjza; where the rulers 
ask not what recommends a man, but 
who;aud whore those who want a rogue 
have no occasion to make but to 
choose. A few days ago we referred 
tj the great expenses; incurred in liti- 
gxting suits in this Province from the 
high rate of fees imposed on patties 
who Bought redress in Courts of law. 
We showed that those fees were prac- 
tically a denial of justice to tho poor 
suitor, who was frequently unable to 
enter suits because bo was met on 
the throliold of the Courthouse with 
a demand for fees entirely beyond his 
• power to pay. This state of things 
ought not to bo allowed to continue a 
moment longer; for nothing can be 
plainer than that if the doors ot the 
Temple of Ji s no o r • closed in tho face 
of a man he will seek satisfaction else- 
where. It would be a sad day indeed 
' for this country when tho poor suitor, 
denied redress in Court should resi rt 
- to the lex talionis, anil visit with Bwift 
punishmont the man he might suppose 
had been tho cause of his nun. 
. Nothing, we feel certain, has so con 
•" duced to tho preservation of law and 
order in British Columbia as the popu- 
lar belief that the fountain of justice 
is pure; but let it bo ever so pure, if 
it be hedged about with expenses 
and fees and charges, it becomes a 
luxury that only the rich may taste. 
If the clear and sparkling rill he shown 
to a man dying of thirst it but adda to 
his misery if he ih prevented from reach- 
ing it. Tho starving wretch who greedi- 
ly sniffs the kitchen cxlora has tho pangs 
of hunger increased tenfold by what ho 
scents yet cannot enjoy. So it ia with 
Justice wben placed beyond a poor wan'.-, 
roach. It should he tree, or as nearly- 
free as possible, to thus" who seek lur 
shrine; and, not aluuo should the Courts 
bo free, but the machinery for enforcing 
the payment of juit claims should beset 
in motion with as little expense us pos- 
sible. This is what the plaintiff as well 
as the defendant in u case has a right to 
expect. Wo publish elsewhere a Sheriff's 
"little bill," from which it will bo seen 
that Court fees are not ttie only expenses 
that have to be met by suitors. Iu the 
case before us it is not the debtor who 
is tho victim hut tho creditor. Hint was 
brought to recover S215. Two hundred 
and fifty dollars worth of goods was 
seized and sold by tint Sheriffs ollicer, 
and for doing that the Sheriff claims the 
healthy ami aristocratic sum of twelvt 
hundred and seven!;/ four dollar* and thirty- 
seven cents. The dismayed creditor is 
duly credited with tho value of tho goods 
sold (3250), and $75 cash advauced, mak- 
ing &325 in all, and the Sheriff applies 
for payment of the balance of his "little 
bill"— -8°49 47. The plaintiff, it will be 
been, not only loses the debt for 
whioli he sued and got judgment, hill is 
asked to pay over $1001) in additi in for 
tho luxury of setting tho Sheriff in mo 
tiou. This big "little bill" is another 
practical denial of Justice. No wonder 
wo so often hear that parties are willing 
to relinquish an attempt at the r c ivery 
of their rights rather than inoni expenses 
to an amount which few purses can stand; 
no wonder that debtors arc jubilant and | 
can hold their creditors at bay when they 
know that there is the Court and the 
Sheriff with fees and charges to back 
them up. We remember hiving opposed 
tho nhrievalty schemo of the present 
Government when it was propounded to 
tho Homo, and pointed out that it would 
givo rise to abuses and overcharges. Last 
summer wo drew attention to t wo cases of 
extortion by sherifls; but no attention 
was paid to our. reports. We fancy, how- 
ever, that this instance will prove tin' 
last feather that will break- tho back of 
the patient camel (the public) and that a 
cry of indignation will go up that will 
penetrate ovon the closed doors and bolt- 
ed wiudows of tho James Bay magnates. 
The members of the Bar owe it to them- 
selves to take such action as will cheapen 
Justice, or they will soon find tho num- 
ber of their ohents "growing small by 
degrees and hoautifnlly loss," and thoir 
law books bluo-moulding on the shelves 
for want of uso.

STOTiSl ABI1IVE AT THE SAME TIME — BOTH 
BUI13IDE INTO OBSCURITY AFTER A BRIEF 
STAY.

Dunsniuir, of the llrm of Dunsmuir, 
Diggle & Co., of Wellington, whose coal 
mine adjoins tho estate, and Mayor Bate. 
Managerof tho Vancouver Coal Company, 
with Boveral other gentlemen from Nanai- 
mo, were present. Aftt r staling tho terms 
of sale, which were virtually oi»sh on the. 
nail, the auctioneer added that no bid 
less than S. r > per acre would De outertained. 
Some one bid §5 per acre, as ho said "to 
start the thing." Mr. Spratt bid 310; 
Mr. Buneter M. P. cut in with $15; thou 
there was a lull and the property hung at 
that figure for a few moments. Mr 
Spratt finally bid 820; Mr. Bunster 825; 
and these two had tho game to themselves 
till the bids reached SOU, when Mr. C. 
Bossi appeared on the sceno and offered 
$95. Mr. Spratt hero retired and the 
"fun waxed fast and furious" between 
Messrs. Bunster and Bossi, until $150 
p9r aero from the latter was reached. 
Then there was a long pausednring which 
the persuasive eloquence of tho auction- 
eer was heard abovo the hum of many 
Toices in tho room urging on advance. 
At the last call Mr. Bunster bid 816,000. 
Mr. Bossi fought shy and did not appear 
disposed to go in again, but at the last 
call on Mr. Bunster's bid the former bid 
$165 per acre or S1G.500 for the property, 
at which sum it was knocked down to Mr.

THE GOVERNMENT DENOUNCED 1 

Nicola Valley, July 22d, 1875. 
Thursday, July 15th, was tho day ap- 
pointed to hold u meeting in Nicola to 
hear Messrs. Semlin at d Mara givo an 
account of their doings in the last Parlia- 
ment of British Columbia. 

At an early hour tho farmers began to 
muster at tho house of Mr. J Clapperton 
who, with his usual hospitality, had a 
most bountiful tabio spread to feed tho 
hungry lions. 

Shortly after lunch this section of the 
country was visited by ono of the heavi- 
est rain or hailstorms that has over taken 
place in the valley in the memory of the 
oldest inhabitant. For neariy an hour 
the rain poured down iu torrents, sweep- 
ing fencing and every movable thing into 
the river. Mr. Clapperton's grist-mill 
had a narrow escape from being carried 
away. All hands had tu turn out to suve 
tho mill. Although tho storm lasted but 
one hour it will take several hundred dol- 
lars to repair tho damage done to Mr. 
Clapperton's and Mr. Daley's farms. 
. After tho storm the meeting was call- 
ed to order and Mr. Blackbourne was 
voted to the chair. Tho chairman, after 
a fow brief remarks, called on Mr. Sem- 
lin, M. P. P., to address the meeting, ami 
tho way tho meeting received his (Mr. 
S.'s) account of his stewardship, must 
have left no doubt on Ins mind that his 
valuable services would not be ngam 
wanted for soino time. Mr. Mara was 
tho next called on. Ho commenced by 
giving his opinion of Mr. Edgar's mission 
to this country ; also the manner Mi . E. 
had been treated by Mr. Walkem aud his 
Ministers. The manner he defended his 
course throughout the whole of the last 
Parliament called forth applause from 
ry corner of the room.

If "K" were as well versed iu the his- 
tory of scienco as ho is positive in his 
statements about it, he would never havo 
the hardihood to charge me with reviv- 
ing au obsolete theory to account for the 
phenomena of Spiritism. The certainty 
of some people is the exact inverse of 
thoir knowledge and their positiveness 
is only exceeded by their ignorance. "1 
wish," said Lord Melbourne, "I knew 
anything as positively us Lord A. knows 
everything."
